WE’RE EVEN MORE CHEESED GREEN BAY TOOK THE TOP SPOT.

Chicago knows a thing, two or 
three about football. 

But when WalletHub came out 
with its list this week of Best and 
Worst Cities for Football Fans, we 
were surprised we didn’t break the 
Top lo and even more cheesed to 
find our nemesis Green Bay took 
first place. Chicago ranked No. i8. 

WalletHub, a personal finance 
website, looked at 245 large U.S. cit- 
ies with at least one college or pro 
football team. Since Chicago doesn’t 
have a major college football team, 
all the attention was on Da Bears. 

The rankings are based on two 
categories: teams and performance 


on one hand and costs and fan en- 
gagement on the other. 

The teams and performance cate- 
gory considered the franchise value, 
the number of teams in the city and 
how they performed over the past 
three seasons. Well, the Bears were 
valued by Forbes at $2.45 billion, but 
they haven’t made the playoffs since 
the 2010 season. So, that definitely 
didn’t help. Obviously, we’re not the 
best, but we’re not the worst either. 

But they counted the number of 
NFL division and league champion- 
ship wins — that means the Super 
Bowl victory against the New Eng- 
land Patriots in 1986 counts! 

On to the costs and fan engage- 
ment category, Chicago was graded 


on attendance, the average ticket 
price for a NFL game and the num- 
ber of sports bars per 100,000 resi- 
dents. ESPN reported in 2014 that 
Chicago was among the priciest 
tickets to get at $108.44 per average 
ticket. 

On the flip side, Chicago has been 
home to some of the best bars in the 
country, and GQ even referred to it 
in 2014 as the best drinking city in 
America. Somehow, despite sports 
bars getting packed during the foot- 
ball season, the Windy City didn’t 
score as high in this category thanks 
to Yelp. 

Chicago was also picked as home 
of the least accessible stadium with 
the exception of New York, deter- 


mined by stadium capacity divided 
by city population. Not too surpris- 
ing considering Soldier Field with 
61,500 seats has the second-smallest 
seating capacity in the NFL. 

Also factored in is friendliness 
and engagement, which means the 
number of Twitter followers plus the 
number of Facebook likes per capi- 
ta. Chicago ranked among the least 
friendly and engaged NFL fans. 

Aside from social media, where 
are the points for tailgating and 
toughness? Bears fans will weather 
the rain, sleet and snow and below- 
freezing temps to root for their 
team. That has to count for some- 
thing, right?

U. of C. prof quits amid sex 
misconduct controversy

A University of Chicago professor recently 
quit his job as school officials were preparing 
to fire him for violating school policy regarding 
sexual misconduct, ac- 
cording to a university 
statement. 

Jason Lieb, a profes- 
sor in the Department 
of Human Genetics, 
submitted his resig- 
nation in January less 
than two years after he 
was hired. 

In response to questions about Lieb’s em- 
ployment, a U. of C. spokesman released the 
statement confirming that a faculty member 
was accused of engaging in “inappropriate 
behavior” during an 
off-campus party in 
November and was 
promptly investigated 
by the school’s Title 
IX coordinator, Sarah 
Wake. The statement 
said the school deter- 
mined that his actions 
were in violation of 
the university’s policy 
on “harassment, dis- 
crimination and sexual 
misconduct,” and he 
resigned. 

Another U. of C. 
professor in Lieb’s de- 
partment, Yoav Gilad, 
said he was told by stu- 
dents who attended an 
annual faculty/student 
retreat in northwestern Illinois that the inap- 
propriate conduct allegedly occurred there. 

In a letter the Tibune obtained regarding 
the investigation. Wake, an assistant provost, 
responded to an individual complaint about 
Lieb inappropriately touching people and pres- 
suring people to drink at the party but also al- 


luded to a wider scope of problematic conduct. 

“In light of the severity and pervasiveness of 
Professor Lieb’s overall conduct, and the broad, 
negative impact the conduct has had on the 
educational and work environment of students, 
faculty and staff, I recommended that the Uni- 
versity terminate Professor Lieb’s academic ap- 
pointment,” Wake wrote in the emailed letter, 
dated Jan. 22. 

Students and faculty from five graduate pro- 
grams participate in the Molecular Biosciences 
Retreat to present and discuss their research, 
according to the school’s website. The 2015 re- 
treat took place at the Eagle Ridge Inn in north- 
western Illinois near the Wisconsin border. 

Students complained about his behavior af- 
ter the event, Gilad said, and Lieb went on leave 
immediately after the university launched its 
investigation. Admin- 
istrators agreed that 
Lieb should be fired, 
according to Wake’s 
letter, and he resigned 
Jan. 21, before disci- 
plinary procedures 
were complete. 

Lieb’s biography 
page no longer ap- 
pears on the univer- 
sity website. Phone 
messages left for him 
were not returned. 

This is not the first 
time Lieb has faced 
accusations of inap- 
propriate behavior. U. 
of C. officials, in their 
statement, said the 
professor had told the 
university about being investigated at another 
institution for a “prior allegation involving un- 
wanted contact.” U. of C. officials contacted the 
institution and learned that the allegation had 
been deemed unfounded. The professor was 
required to “undergo training” before starting 
at the South Side campus, the statement said.

5 adults, 1 child found dead in Gage Park home

of South California Avenue for a well-being check, said a Chicago police spokeswoman. 

A relative identified the dead as a family who lived in the home. Police said the victims were four 
men, one woman and a child 11 or 12 years old. A co-worker of the woman called police after he did 
not see her for several days, a source said. 

“We are in shock,” the relative said. -Chicago tribune

Hvocadd anything is ai- 
ready a winner, but “you can fold in 
something more fun,” like cooked 
lobster or crab, said Rockit Bar & 
Grill executive chef and partner 
Amanda Downing. 


Beer cheese 

Doctor up store-bought Ched- 
dar cheese spread at home with 
Downing’s suggestion. Saute Vi cup 
diced yellow onions, Vi teaspoon of 
minced garlic and salt and pepper 
in oil until tender. Add 6 ounces of 
beer (Downing uses Goose Island 
Matilda), and cook until liquid reduc- 
es by half. Blend mixture with 1 cup 
of cream cheese cut into cubes, and 
add 16-28 ounces of cheese spread 
(Downing recommends Merkts) and 
salt and pepper to taste. Serve warm 
over fries, tots, tortilla chips or soft 
pretzels. 


Cream cheese spread 

Bill Jacobs, owner of Piece Brewery 
and Pizzeria and BroBagel, likes to 
keep it simple. He suggests his own 
'iracha cream cheese and ba^ 
chipj ($3.49 and $4.99, re- 
spectively at BroBagel), a great 
option for the takeout type. 


DIY taco har 

For an easy, help-yourself main dish, 
Birrieria Zaragoza chef and partner 
Jonathan Zaragoza said he sets up 
a taco bar with all the fixings. “Prep 
what you want, heat the tortillas and 
make sure the protein is nice and 
hot. I like doing slow-cooker carni- 
tas,” he said. Have fun with toppings 
and think fresh with guacamole, 
avocado hummus, jicama, cucum- 
ber and cabbage. 


Pizza \ 

Unsurprisingly, Super Bowl Sunday ' 
is one of the busiest takeout days at 
Piece, Jacobs said. But it’s worth it to 
get your hands on the Wicker Park 
pizzeria’s collaboration with G irl& 
the Goat’s Stephanie Izard: ^ ichuan 
^usage pie with red sauce, soy-chili^ 
toil, peppercorns, chives and chedd^^ 
felrmesan and m ozza rella 
($20.49-$28.49, vegetarian option 
available). 


Wings 

Though they’re a go-to party food, 
“what a lot of people don’t do with 
wings is brine them,” said Black Iron 
Tavern executive chef Cory Farmer. 
A day before the party. Farmer said 
brining the meat with equal parts 
sugar, salt and water gives them 
a “juicy taste,” rather than drying 
them out. Marinate them in your 
favorite barbecue sauce or a good 
bloody mary mix for a kick. 

Batch cocktail 

Throw together a big-batch cocktail 
the night before your party and put 
it out as your guests start to arrive. 

It will give you a bit more time in the 
kitchen and allow your friends to 
mingle. “It’s a great ice-breaker and 
won’t make you feel stressed,” said 
Mott St. executive chef and owner 
Edward Kim. 




SETUPTRASHCANS 

No one wants to get stuck on clean-up duty after the 
game ends. Chef Brian Jupiter from Frontier always 
sets up several garbage bags and trashcans around 
his place before hosting a party. “You’ll be surprised 
how much people actually drop stuff in the trash if 
it’s there,” he said. “You can have fun and not have 
to worry about cleaning up too much after.” 


DON’T OVEREXTEND YOURSELF 

That snackadium with salami bleachers you 
found on Pinterest looks amazing but won’t 
leave you much time to relax before hosting. 
“The day is supposed to be fun. Do easy things 
that people like,” Boka pastry chef Meg Galus 
said. “You don’t have to overextend yourself 
and choose things with a million ingredients.” 


Beer 

Chicago has its fair share of solid 
craft beers fit for a party, but if 
you’re looking for a beer from the 
home state of your favorite team, 
try one of these. Beer guru and 
Studio Paris Nightclub bartender 
M anny Sofios recommends th e 

g itro milk stout by Left Hand 
'ewing Company| outside of 
Denver or the sessionable Joe’s 
Pils hoppy American pilsner by 
Avery Brewing Company. And for 
those looking for something a little 
more basic, shoot for Colorado- 
originating Coors Banquet because 
“it’s cool without being too cool,” 
Sofios said. 

While the Chicago market is a 
desert for North Carolina beers, 
some Binny’s locations stock a few 
South Carolina breweries (they’re 
called the Carolina Panthers after- 
all). Check out beers by Westbrook 
Brewing and Windy Hill Orchard 
cider. 


Sliders 

Tiny sandwiches are both snacky 
and substantial. Cook pulled pork or 
chicken in a crock pot with pineap- 
ple juice and sriracha and serve with 
dinner rolls. Downing said. If you 
want to get a little fancier. Farmer 
recommends Asian-inspired barbe- 
cue burgers topped with barbecue 
sauce, tangy Asian mayo, grilled 
pineapple and red cabbage and lime 
slaw served on Hawaiian bread. 


Fresh garnishes 

Instead of trying to whip up a 12-in- 
gredient cocktail for the masses, 
stick to what you know and add 
flair with garnishes. Three Dots and 
a Dash beverage director Diane 
Corcoran suggests starting with a 
batch of vodka soda and setting up 
a garnish bar with fresh fruits fcitru^ 
berdes, pineapple! and herbs-any- 
thing you can find in season at the 
grocery store. “The garnishes 
add a nice touch and let your 
guests personalize the 
cocktails and make f 
fun for them,” she 
explained. 


GO FOR BEER 
WITH LESS ALCOHOL 

“If you commit to drink- 
ing bigger beers, [the night 
will] end quicker than you 
want it to,” Sofios said. Keep 
the ABV under 5.5 percent 
with something like a lager. 


STOCK UP ON ICE 

Ice-cold drinks and frosty beers are a must 
as your party heats up. Parson’s bar manager 
Charlie Schott recommends grabbing a few bags 
of ice before guests arrive, and his pro tip will 
save you a few bucks: Popeyes’ drive-through lo- 
cations sell 10-pound bags of ice for $1. You might 
as well pick up some tenders while you’re there.

How does Hyde Park’s new dumpling shop stack up?

The irony of expensive prix-fixe meals is that the plates are often so dainty and precious that 
sometimes people have to stop for fast food afterward just to feel full and satisfied. Packed: 
Dumplings Reimagined from partners Aaron DiMaria (RA Sushi) and chef Mike Sheerin 
(Blackbird, Cicchetti, currently chef at Embeya) isn’t a prix-fixe experience; it’s a casual quick- 
service dumpling shop in Hyde Park. Still, after a recent visit there, I ended my night chowing 
down on McDonald’s Chicken McNuggets and a cherry Coke Slurpee from y-Eleven. 



THE SCENE 

Everything at Packed, including the student- 
and professor-studded crowd from neigh- 
boring University of Chicago, is basically 
non-GMO, eco-friendly and compostable. 
The walls are slicked with a shade of mint 
green, the kind of noncommittal color you 
might paint a nursery if you decided not to 
find out your child’s gender before birth. 
Artistic touches include a handful of large 
photos of cows grazing, hay bales and flow- 
ers, something Monet might have done were 
he to try his hand at digital photography 
Utensils from an eco-conscious South Asian 
company are made from compressed and 
steam-treated fallen palm fronds. 

THE SERVICE 

Though Packed is supposed to be quick 
service, I waited in line like cattle (or people 
clamoring for lunch at Chipotle back in 
its heyday) in a narrow hallway to place my 
order. I waited again for my order to dribble 
out dumpling by dumpling. Though I had a 
nifty lacquered log with a number mounted 
on it to alert the service staff where to 
deliver my meal, a food runner with a plate of 
noodles asked me if my name was Fred and if 
the noodles were mine. They were not. 

THE FOOD 

Chef Sheerin is mighty talented and known 
for bringing modern techniques to classic 
dishes, a style that earned him a Food & 

Wine magazine Best New Chef nod in 2010. 
Blackbird, which was already a standard bear- 
er for Chicago culinary excellence, improved 
under his lead. Though short-lived, Cicchetti 
brought red-sauce cuisine to the 21st century 
serving aged beef carpaccio showered with 
dehydrated cauliflower slices that ate like 
fine potato chips. 


These bones are evident at Packed. The 
‘American” cheese on the mac ’n’ cheese ($7) 
dish isn’t Velveeta but a creamy, heartwarm- 
ing mix of Hook’s 4-year cheddar and grass- 
fed cream cheese. The meat in the pastrami 
dumpling (two for $5, five for $11.50) is 
house-cured. A dip served with hushpuppies 
($7) features gelled coconut milk infused 
with lime and rosemary The butternut 
squash dumpling (two for $4, five for $9) 
plate is painted with a balsamic caramel so 
silky I wish Carrett Popcorn would drizzle it 
over a new Italian-Chicago mix. The dump- 
ling wrappers are lithe and made by hand. 

But a third of the dumplings I tried were 
raw at the seams. The hushpuppies were 
crunchy golden brown and packed with 
grassy shishito pepper bits, but a finishing 
dash of salt was woefully missing. The mac ’n’ 
cheese features toothy housemade noodles, 
but the cheese sauce was grainy, and dehy- 
drated shiitakes tossed into the mix were 
desiccated and too crunchy The whole thing 
was overdressed with thick jalapeno rounds 
where a smattering of tiny pepper bits would 
improve the overall balance and texture of 
the dish. 

The pastrami dumpling burst with pep- 
pery spice and had the essence of a good deli 
sandwich. Pickled tomato sprinkled around 
the dumpling provided a zingy swoosh of 
acidity that cut through the richness of the 
meat. But the butternut squash dumpling, 
plated on pureed squash, reminded me of a 
Cerber baby food giveaway, an unreleased 
Bob Dylan album called “Mush on Mush.” 
The puree included lady apples, which, had 
they been cubed in the mix, might have cre- 
ated a more pleasing textural contrast. 

When I visited. Packed had been open just 
over a week, and Sheerin, who’s still run- 
ning the kitchen at Embeya at night, is only 


available for quality control during morning 
prep. He’s relying on a newly trained group 
of cooks who are preparing thousands of 
dumplings daily in a tiny kitchen. Flavor 
combinations are thoughtful, and proteins 
in the dumplings are well-executed. If the 
staff can iron out the kinks on seasoning and 
wrapper-steaming. Packed might turn out to 
be the most innovative and excellent dump- 
ling house in the city 

THE DRINKS 

The only drinks available when I visited were 
tap water, an excellent Sparrow nitrogen- 
infused iced coffee ($4), which finished with 
fruity notes, and raspberry-kissed Nicara- 
guan tea ($4). The Packed crew expected to 
offer a couple of juices from Harvest Juicery 
but ran into cost issues during opening week. 

THE VALUE 

I normally over-order when I dine out so I can 
try a deep selection of the menu. I thought I 
was being aggressive at Packed, but the order, 
which cost $70.72, left four of us underfed, 
leading to my McNugget- Slurpee run. 

BOTTOM LINE 

Packed’s dumpling wrappers are housemade 
and the flavor combinations are stellar, but 
there were some seasoning, cooking and gen- 
eral execution issues evident when I visited. 
Stop by if you live near Hyde Park; if not, 
wait a little longer while Sheerin and his team 
have a chance to make adjustments.

Hey, a Nicholas Sparks 
movie that’s not the worst 


Ygs, “The Choice” in- 
cludes the following 
elements that would 
make it very easy to 
mock: 

» An opening 
voiceover in which 
Travis (Benjamin 
Walker of “In the 
Heart of the Sea”) 
declares, “Now, pay 
attention, ’cause I’m 
about to tell you the 
secret to life ... you 
see, every path you take leads to another 
choice. ... Boy, do I got a choice I gotta 
make.” No one should dispute that that’s 
awful. 

» During a discussion about 
belief systems. Gabby (Teresa 
Palmer of “Warm Bodies” and 
“Point Break,” who has like seven 
movies coming out this year) 
actually says she believes in the 
moon and the stars. Really 

» Seemingly mandatory 
manipulative cuteness involving 
puppies and, to a lesser extent, 
human kids. 

But this sort of sentiment 
hinges on performances and 
the percentage of horrendous 
writing, and “The Choice,” obvi- 
ously based on a Nicholas Sparks 
book if you didn’t already figure 


that out, does OK in the latter category and 
quite well in the former. Set aside some of 
the details and this is a persuasive love story 
about living in the moment, containing qual- 
ity flirtation and legit temptation. How many 
movies can say that anymore? 

The basics, if you care: Travis is a good oF 
country boy in Wilmington, N.C., skilled 
with the ladies and instantly hated by his new 
neighbor Gabby, who’s a med student strug- 
gling to study with all that loud rock music 
next door. Don’t ya know it, hate turns out 
to live on the same coin as love, and sparks 
fly between the two even though she’s dating 
a doctor (Tom Welling of “Smallville”) and 
he’s got an on-again, off-again thing with his 
high school sweetheart (Alexandra Daddario, 
deserving more to do). 

As a political statement (you’ll 
see), “The Choice” gets tangled 
between faith and science. As 
drama, it relies too heavily just 
like pretty much all Sparks stories 
(whose recent movies, such as 
“The Longest Ride,” generally 
have been atrocious), on predict- 
able tragedy to bring on the tears. 
But damn if Palmer and a particu- 
larly breakout turn from Walker 
don’t sell the damn thing, kinda 
like a painting you buy in a shop 
on vacation. Maybe it doesn’t 
seem quite as charming when you 
get home, but it reminds you of 
something warm.

Want to watch Channing 
Tatum tap dance, anyone? 


Too funny to dismiss 
and too mild to 
endorse, “Hail, 
Caesar!” would be a 
promising movie for 
many filmmakers. 

It’s an underwhelm- 
ing one for the Coen 
brothers, who I suppose are due for some- 
thing minor after spending the last decade in 
particular alternating between remarkable 
achievements (“No Country for Old Men,” 

“A Serious Man,” “Inside Llewyn Davis”) 
and smaller successes (“Burn After Read- 
ing,” “True Grit”). “Hail, Caesar” is the least 
they’ve done in a while, but it’s still fun. Ish. 

Set in 1950S Hollywood so the writers/ 
directors can delight in winking at old- 
fashioned titles like “Merrily We Dance” and 
“Lazy or Moon,” the film stars Josh Brolin 
as a fictionalized version of Eddie Mannix, a 
real producer who excelled in protecting the 
secrecy and interests of movie stars. (You can 
Google “Job posting Hollywood fixer,” but 
you won’t find one or get that job, sorry) So 
when massively famous actor Baird Whit- 
lock (George Clooney) vanishes from a set, 
it’s Eddie who deals with the ransom on top 
of his other duties, like softening the teeth of 
hungry twin reporters (both played by Tilda 
Swinton) and the studio’s PR problem repre- 


sented by an unmarried female star (Scarlett 
Johansson) with a child. Ugh, what a scandal. 

In many ways “Hail, Caesar!” feels like 
a diluted version of the Coens’ previously 
explored territory, be it kidnapping (“Rais- 
ing Arizona,” “Eargo,” “The Big Lebowski”), 
moviemaking (“Barton Eink”), religious un- 
certainty (‘A Serious Man”) or a self-impor- 
tant organization oblivious to its own follies 
(“Burn After Reading”). Several threads go 
nowhere amid a muted mystery that, after 
“Bridge of Spies,” “Trumbo” and “Pawn Sac- 
rifice,” reiterates that communism is today’s 
hot topic at the movies. To watch “Hail, 
Caesar!” is to experience a balloon constantly 
deflating and inflating, depending on how 
much time has passed between laughs. 

But those laughs. This comedy has a 
handful of killer scenes, striking gold out of 
something as simple as the way an out-of-his- 
league actor enters a room. It’s a silly movie, 
worthy of giggles if you’re so inclined to react 
that way to a character named Chunk Mul- 
ligan or a director (Ralph Eiennes) complain- 
ing that his star is “game and gamey!” In one 
of several underwritten parts, Channing 
Tatum plays Burt Gurney (gotta love these 
names), and his tap dancing number, in a 
song I assume is called “We Ain’t Gonna See 
a Dame,” is hysterical. It’s a lot like “Magic 
Mike,” except not at all.

How weird is this: 
“Pride and Prejudice 
and Zombies” opens 
the same day as “The 
Choice,” starring 
Teresa Palmer (of the 
last major zombie- 
related romance, 
“Warm Bodies”) and Benjamin Walker (of the 
last mashup based on a Seth Grahame-Smith 
novel, ‘Abraham Lincoln: Vampire Hunter”). 
Coincidence? Impossible. 

Also odd is how awkwardly “P+P+Z” com- 
bines Jane Austen’s novel with an invasion 
of the undead. Tonally it’s like if Metallica 
had recorded its symphony-enhanced album 
“S&M” not by playing with the orchestra 
but by having the ensemble play alone for 
five minutes, then stop for two minutes of 
Metallica, then repeat. That’s the degree to 
which writer-director Burr Steers (“17 Again”) 
integrates generic brain-chomping mon- 
sters into the universally known storyline of 
Elizabeth Bennet (Lily James of “Cinderella,” 


whose agent must really believe in corsets), 
Mr. Darcy (Sam Riley) and a host of romantic 
entanglements and mis judgments. 

Well, something good does come out of 
the genre-blender. Now the fiery Elizabeth 
refuses to let a man stand between her and 
her blade, knowing that the right guy won’t 
have a problem with the fact that she totally 
kicks ass. The message is that all the Bennet 
daughters are trained for battle, not the 
kitchen, which is a hell of a lot more feminist 
than, say, “Trainwreck,” which wasn’t set hun- 
dreds of years ago. James gives her resolve, 
so it’s too bad the interplay with Riley never 
heats up. 

When he confesses his affections— what, 
you didn’t know Darcy does that?— it comes 
out of nowhere, not an explosion of feeling 
that no longer can be repressed. Meanwhile, 
Steers fails to capture the impending zombie 
mayhem in this walled-off, 19th-century 
London, just occasionally taking breaks 
from relationship-related exchanges to show 
someone’s head getting blown off (Here’s the 


part where you can say that normally it’s your 
head exploding during a Jane Austen movie.) 

The notion of enlivening classic material 
with modern flair isn’t automatically forced. 
Many teen comedies of the late ’90s/early 
’00s tried, and a few succeeded. But discus- 
sions of vanity and pride don’t get juicier just 
because they take place during fight training. 


and the explanation of what’s happening 
here zombie-wise (plus weak comic relief 
from Matt Smith of “Doctor Who”) barely 
registers. Count “P+P+Z,” which co-stars 
Bella Heathcote and Jack Huston, merely as a 
reminder of the other movie those two made 
together, the sensational music drama “Not 
Eade Away” and see that.

<The Last Five Years* 

You know how most musicals are loud and 
obvious, desperate to entertain while deliver- 
ing an overblown dance number and singing 
about information we already know with an 
annoyingly catchy air of self-congratulation? 

Clearly I don’t like musicals. But I loved 
“The Last Five ^ars.” It’s remarkably percep- 
tive about love and commitment, cross-cutting 
between hope and devastation without an 
ounce of smugness. Many wiU compare the 
structure, with jumps around the doomed five- 
year relationship of Cathy (Anna Kendrick) 
and Jamie (Jeremy Jordan), to 2009’s “(500) 
Days of Summer.” But “The Last Five ^ars” is 
hardly “(1800) Days of Jamie,” or anything like 
“Into the Woods.” Plus, “^ars” attends to the 
needs and perspectives of both characters with 
a deeper understanding than “Gone Girl.” 

It’s also hilarious at times. “Why am I try- 
ing so hard?” Cathy an aspiring actress forced 
to work at an Ohio theater camp each sum- 
mer for lack of better options, sings to herself 
during a Newark audition. “These are the

people who cast Russell Crowe in a musical. 
Jesus Christ.” She’s lacking motivation in the 
competitive theater world, and Jamie’s ter- 
rific, motivating “The Schmuel Song” reveals 
how the person you love can cheer you up 
even when you think it’s impossible. Later, of 
course, his “If I Didn’t Believe In%u” is reas- 
surance masking a threat, signaling that it’s up 
to Cathy to be better and happier or things 
will go from bad to worse. 

That’s a thread in this work’s ball of ge- 
nius — tracking two people whose needs meet 
at the right time but whose relationship is 
complicated by the unexpected, and learn, in 
figurative terms, that the whole “in sickness 
and health” thing is a lot easier in health. Like 
it or not, personal relationships can be subject 
to professional woes, and Cathy and Jamie — 
amazingly handled by Kendrick and Jordan— 
experience the certain, the unpredictable and 
the never-imagined. And through excellent 
songs that bring the story and feelings to 
life without any extra words, writer-director 
Richard LaGravenese crafts a wise, intimate 
portrait worthy of laughter and tears.

This is an edited version of a recent inter- 
view with Luciano. 

How did you get started in this racket? 

All through high school I filmed for school 
projects any chance I got— and just loved 


making comedy films, and taught myself 
how to edit and had a group of friends who 
became my little gang of repertory players. 

Mow’d you and Phil Matarese come up with 
this idea? 

It was a month after we knew each other 
[working in a New Abrk ad agency], 
k and we shared this office with a huge 
panoramic window. One day during 
break, we saw these two pigeons 
sitting across from us, and we 
started tiffing on what they might 
be talking about. Phil [later] made 
a little animation of it, and he sent me a 
screenshot: It just blew my mind. It was so 
rich and it suddenly had a whole world to it,

Pretty impressive getting the Duplasses 
behind this. The short version of that story? 

Mark said he and his brother [Jay] will help 
you get funding [and] to make all 10 episodes 
right now He said, “I can’t promise you it’ll 
wind up anywhere.

have full creative control.” We moved out 
here [Los Angeles] in February of 2014. 

The show is very amusing but also twisted. 
What’s the overall idea? 

It’s just like going into the idiosyncratic 


brains of what it’s like with various animals 
that live in the most man-made environment 
in the world. What is it like to live here as 
a pigeon or rat and spend your whole life 
avoiding trains? Twisted? Yeah, that part of 
the thing we don’t question too much.
